machinery, and unless seined and nots are 
machine made (and perhaps your readers 
will enlighten us on this subject) one would 
think they could be made, here cheaper 
than at home, while in return we might 
supply the colestiul fishermen: with steel 
hooks ut less cost thun they ‘can make 
their own clumsy but serviceable hooks, 
just as we “iihdersel!l them in tho case of 
steel needles, ea
